The quota for dentists in the state is 
$918,600 which is the same as the quota 
for the 4th War Loan despite the fact 
that more money is expected from 
private individuals in the 5th Loan drive. 
The 5th War Loan goals have been set 
high because the nation’s treasury must 
borrow a great deal of money this year 
to keep the war going. In fact, more 
than twice the amount must be raised 
that is expected to be obtained through 
taxation. Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau has announced that since 
January 1, 1944, the direct costs of the 
war have exceeded $23,000,000,000. The 
critical phases of the war are still ahead 
so that no decline in expenditures is in 
prospect. For this reason the $16,000,- 
000,000 which is the goal for the 5th 
Loan drive is urgently needed. All of 
this amount is to be realized from in- 
vestors other than commercial bankers.

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Increase in Membership Dues Sought 


Glenn E. Cartwright Announces Proposal on Assuming the Presidency 


I wish to express my appreciation of 
the honor of being elected to the pres- 
idency of the Dental Hygiene Institute 
of Chicago and to pledge my whole- 
hearted support of the objectives of the 
Institute. I am confident that the In- 
stitute will make such a record that or- 
ganized dentistry will soon appreciate 
its worth. 

Every administration should initiate at 
least one important project and carry 
it through to a successful conclusion. 
A year is a short time, and it is wiser 
not to undertake more than can rea- 
sonably be expected to be accomplished. 
After careful study and analysis of 
the Institute’s needs, I have concluded 
that the most pressing need is for a 
sound and permanent fiscal program. 

A sound financial foundation should 
be built because activities of the Insti- 
tute can be planned more efficiently 
when it is known definitely what funds 
will be at its disposal and so that the 
time and energy of the office staff can 
be diverted from the necessity of rais- 
ing money to concentration on the 
work of the Institute—that is, dental 
health education. 

Elements of a sound financial pro- 
gram, as I see it, are: (1) an annual 
contribution by the Chicago Dental 
Society, (2) contributing memberships 
of dental dealers and laboratories; (3) 
membership in the Institute by all mem- 
bers of the Chicago Dental Society. 

Naturally, the amount of the annual 
contribution of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety must be determined by its Board 
of Directors. A substantial contribution 
is justified on the grounds that the Chi- 
cago Dental Society has an adequate 
reserve to meet practically any contin- 
gency, thus making it possible to spend 
most of its annual surplus for the di- 
rect benefit of Society members. Cer- 
tainly there is no better way to spend 
it than in support of the Institute’s pro-

gram of dental health education. 


Contributing memberships of dealers 
and laboratories should be on the basis 
of a definite amount per employee per 
year. At present an unofficial policy to 
this effect is partially in effect. It should 
be official and definite. 

The program of the Dental Hygiene 
Institute has a sufficiently strong ap- 
peal that most members of the Chicago 
Dental Society, if they were fully in- 
formed, could be persuaded to become 
members on a voluntary basis. How- 
ever, the effort to obtain members on 
this basis would be tremendous and the 
cost of collection out of proportion. 
Moreover, the voluntary method places 
the burden of support on the most con- 
scientious, while the others say, “Let 
George do it.” Those who have been 
supporting the Institute are likely to 
lose interest when they know that these 
nonpaying dentists benefit equally from 
the Institute’s activities while they foot 
the bill. 

In order to correct this condition and 
assure a stable minimum revenue for the 
Institute, it has been proposed that every 
Dental Society member should auto- 
matically become a member of the Insti- 
tute through ari increase in Society 
dues. A recommendation to this effect 
has been made by the Public and Pro- 
fessional Relations Committee. If it 
receives Board approval, a_ resolution 
calling for an amendment to the So- 
ciety’s by-laws increasing the dues of 
active members, effective in 1945, 
should be presented to the membership 
at the first fall meeting, so that action 
may be taken not later than November. 
This is because the Society’s dues state- 
ments are mailed out December 1. 

I propose to make the adoption by the 
Society of such an amendment the prime 
project of my administration. I pledge 
all the support necessary to success and 
solicit your aid—Glenn E. Cartwright. 
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The second full fiscal year of the Den- 
tal Hygiene Institute has been a year of 
increased accomplishment. 


FILM PROGRAM 


Our second sound slide film, “The 
Mortons Make Some Changes,” was 
completed last summer and has been 
well received wherever it has been 
shown. During the year, our two films 
have been shown by the Institute repre- 
sentatives before lay audiences in Cook, 
Lake and DuPage counties—a total of 
357 showings with an attendance of 
34,555- In addition, children’s films 
rented from the American Dental Asso- 
ciation were given twelve showings be- 
fore elementary school audiences during 
Youth Week, with an additional at- 
tendance of 5,600, making a total attend- 
ance for the fiscal year of 40,155—more 
than three times last year’s attendance. 

An important part of our program this 
year has been the showing of our sound 
slide films before high school health 
classes. Showings have been completed 
at nine city high schools. In several cases 
the films were shown before assemblies, 
but this we find less satisfactory than the 
smaller health classes. In the latter case, 
our representative spends a week or two 
at the school, showing the films to one 
class after another. Thus the film be- 
comes a part of the regular class work, 
is discussed by the student, and conse- 
quently receives much better attention. 

We hope to continue these high school 
showings both in the city and suburban 
public schools, and if possible in the 
parochial schools, in the fall, as we feel 
that children of high school age are a 
most receptive audience for our message. 
While an eight-year-old child will not 
take himself to the dentist, and the 
parent must be reached before the child 
can have dental care, high school young- 
sters are old enough, and usually can

influence their parents sufficiently, to 
obtain dental care if they are convinced 
of the need for it. Besides, at present, 
large numbers of them are earning good 
money and are able to pay for dentistry 
themselves. 

In addition to lay audiences, “The 
Mortons Make Some Changes” has been 
shown before five branches of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society, before the Midwin- 
ter Meeting at the Palmer House, the 
senior class at the Chicago College of 
Dental Surgery, the senior class of oral 
hygienists at Northwestern University, 
salesmen of the L. D. Caulk Company, 
Illinois Dental Assistants Association, 
Southtown Dental Study Club, and the 
Lithuanian Dental Association. 

Dentists have cooperated splendidly in 
officiating at the question and answer 
periods following our film showings be- 
fore adult groups, and we are deeply 
grateful to them for giving so generously 
of their time. 

The director of the Institute has had 
several conversations with Mr. Pritzlaff, 
director of physical education of the 
Chicago Board of Education, as to the 
best means of reaching elementary school 
children. He suggested that suitable chil- 
dren’s films be acquired by the Institute 
and turned over to the Board’s Depart- 
ment of Visual Education. An examina- 
tion of this department’s current catalog 
revealed only one dental title, and that 
an old film. Three prints of a children’s 
film produced by the Southern Cali- 
fornia Dental Society, “The Value of a 
Smile,” have been purchased recently 
by the Institute, at a cost of $120, and 
presented to the Board of Education, 
and we hope to add others during the 
coming year. Also, four prints of the 
A.D.A.’s High School Victory Corps film, 
“Student Flyer,” have been presented to 
the Board of Education. These films will 
be announced in bulletins which go to 
all schools, listed in the catalog, and 
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serviced by the Department of Visual 
Education. 

We hope during the coming year to be 
able to produce another film, a shorter 
film designed especially for industrial 
audiences, as there have been a number 
of requests for a film that can be shown 
during lunch hours at industrial plants. 


PUBLICITY 


Articles on dental health prepared by 
the Institute staff and approved by our 
Professional Policy Committee have been 
published in community and suburban 
newspapers. In addition, specially pre- 
pared material has been used by Down- 
town Shopping News and house maga- 
zines. 

We hope to expand the use of our 
publicity during the coming year, al- 
though restrictions on newsprint, and 
the fact that many publications are hav- 
ing to turn down advertising for lack of 
space, make newspaper space increas- 
ingly difficult to obtain. 

We have cooperated with the Tuber- 
culosis Institute on publicity. Their 
“Health Flashes” for October, some 
7,000 copies of which are distributed to 
industrial plants for posting on bulletin 
boards, carried a dental health message, 
and several of their releases to com- 
munity papers have been devoted to 
dental health—copy for which was either 
prepared or approved by the Institute. 


DENTAL HEALTH WEEK 


The Institute sponsored Chicago’s sec- 
ond annual Dental Health Week March 
20-25. Proclamations were issued by 
Mayor Kelly for the city of Chicago and 
by county officials of Cook, Lake and 
DuPage Counties, at the Institute’s re- 
quest. 

Posters were displayed in “L” stations, 
in industrial plants, high schools and at 
other strategic spots. The big Canadian 
Club motograph sign on Outer Drive 
again flashed a dental health message 
each evening during Dental Health 
Week. Two windows were donated by 


the Fair Store, and the Army Dental 
Corps cooperated by providing a port- 
able field dental unit and helping to 
arrange the display. A forum meeting 
arranged by the Institute was attended 
by 250 women representing nearly a 
hundred organizations, chiefly parent- 
teacher groups. Dentistry was well pub- 
licized on the air—special programs were 
broadcast over WMAQ, WBBM and 
WAIT. Newspaper publicity in the big 
metropolitan dailies was not as extensive 
as last year, but publicity in the sub- 
urban and community papers was good. 

All in all, we feel that Dental Health 
Week accomplished its purpose. Such a 
project does not take the place of a year- 
round educational program, but by con- 
centrating a lot of publicity in a short 
time, it served to spotlight the impor- 
tance of dental health in wartime. 


INDUSTRIAL PROGRAM 


During the past year our industrial 
program has gotten under way. Two 
diagnostic projects have been completed, 
one at Soreng-Manegold Company and 
the other at the Wander Company. 
Some of the details concerning the 
Wander project may be of interest. One 
hundred eighty-two employees were ex- 
amined at the Villa Park Plant and 
thirty in the company’s loop office. 
Twenty-nine of those at the plant gave 
the names of advertising dentists, but we 
were successful in having all of these 
except one change to ethical dentists. 

Since September, our industrial super- 
visor has called on about seventy-five 
industrial concerns. Where there has 
been any interest shown, second and 
sometimes third calls have been made. 
Usually, when the relationship between 
dental infection and employee efficiency 
and absenteeism is explained, manage- 
ment has been very much interested. 
The thought is new, however, and much 
spade work must be done before they 
reach the point where they are willing 
to do something about it. We have come 
to the conclusion that in calling on in- 
dustrial firms in an attempt to introduce 
the diagnostic service as the first step in 
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our program, we may be putting the 
cart before the horse. Management is 
sometimes a little suspicious that we are 
there to “sell a bill of goods.” However, 
we have found a great deal -of interest 
in dental health education and have had 
many requests for educational materials. 
We feel, therefore, that our first step 
should be to offer assistance in setting up 
educational programs. Once such a pro- 
gram is established in a plant, the diag- 
nostic part of it will follow in due course. 

There are practically no educational 
materials suitable for industrial use avail- 
able and it will be necessary to produce 
our own. We hope to be able to produce 
an industrial film in the near future, as 
well as educational posters and leaflets. 


SUMMER ROUND-UP 


The Institute again assumed responsi- 
bility for handling details in connection 
with the Summer Round-Up examina- 
tions of preschool children, a project of 
the Illinois Congress of Parents and 
Teachers. Under the chairmanship of 
Dr. Walter R. Scanlan, dental examina- 
tions were made at forty-two schools in 
1943. The 1944 Round-Up is going on at 
the present time and will continue 
through June, so that a complete report 
is not possible at this date. A great deal 
of time-consuming detail is involved to 
keep this activity running smoothly, but 
we feel that it is a very,worthwhile proj- 
ect to which we should give our full co- 
operation. 


MEMBERSHIP 


During the year, individual member- 
ships have increased from 232 to 619. 
A membership campaign was inaugu- 
rated, with Dr. Willis J. Bray as chaix- 
man, in the hope of obtaining 1,000 
members. West Suburban Branch came 
closest to raising its quota and has been 
declared the winner of the contest. Al- 
though the contest is ended, we plan to 
continue the drive for new members. 

_ The goal of 1,000 members was not 
attained, due chiefly to the fact that few 
membership committeemen were able 
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to take the time to call on fellow practi- 
tioners to tell the Institute’s story. Such 
personal solicitation seems to be neces- 
sary, as many dentists still are unaware 
of the Institute’s existence or have mis- 
conceptions concerning its function. 
When fully informed, they usually are 
glad to contribute their moral and finan- 
cial support. 


In this connection, many dentists have 
expressed the opinion that Institute dues 
should be added to Chicago Dental 
Society dues, and that all members of 
the Society should be billed alike for 
their contribution to the Institute’s sup- 
port. They object to paying when the 
dentist next door who benefits to the 
same degree pays nothing. 

Because this sentiment seems so wide- 
spread, we ask that the Public Relations 
Committee recommend to the Board of 
Directors of the Chicago Dental Society 
that an amendment to the Society’s by- 
laws, providing for an increase in dues to 
finance the Institute’s work, be sub- 
mitted to the membership at the earliest 
possible date. Such action, if approved, 
would put the Institute on a sound 
permanent basis and enable us to make 
long-term plans not possible on the pres- 
ent hand-to-mouth basis. 

In the contributing membership classi- 
fication, we have pledges from the den- 
tal trades totaling $4,932 now in force. 
This is in addition to the Chicago Den- 
tal Society’s contributing membership, 
with its pledge of $9,000. 

In conclusion, we wish to thank all 
the members of the dental profession and 
allied groups who have contributed so 
generously of their time. Without their 
interest and cooperation, the progress 
which the Institute has made during the 
little more than two years of its exist- 
ence would have been impossible. There 
is an enormous job to be done, and a 
unique opportunity to do a real public 
service that will redound to the credit of 
the profession.

This report has been issued by the 
War Production Board, Office of Civil- 
ian Penicillin Distribution. It was pre- 
pared by Dr. Chester S. Keefer, chair- 
man of the Committee on Chemotherapy 
of the National Research Council and 
Consultant to the Office of Scientific Re- 
search and Development. It is based 
upon a study of over three thousand 
cases which have been reported to him, 
covering experience gained by clinical 
teams and physicians in a number of 
institutions. This long series of carefully 
controlled and reported cases has re- 
sulted in authoritative data upon which 
to base recommendations as to indica- 
tions, contraindications, mode of admin- 
istration and dosage for penicillin. 
Based upon the experience gained in 
the past year with penicillin therapy, it 
has been found that penicillin is the best 
therapeutic agent available for the treat- 
ment of certain conditions, as follows : 


GROUP I INDICATIONS 


All staphylococcic infections with and 
without bacteremia : Acute osteomyelitis, 
carbuncles—soft tissue abscesses, menin- 
gitis, cavernous or lateral sinus throm- 
bosis, pneumonia—empyema, carbuncle 
of kidney, wound infections. 

All cases of clostridia infections: Gas 
gangrene, malignant edema. 

All hemolytic streptococcic infections 
with bacteremia and all serious local in- 
fections: Cellulitis, mastoiditis with intra- 
cranial complications, i.e., meningitis, 
sinus thrombosis, etc., pneumonia and 
empyema, puerperal sepsis, peritonitis. 

All anaerobic streptococcic infections: 
Puerperal sepsis. 

All pneumococcic infections of : Men- 
inges, endocardium. 

All cases of sulfonamide-resistant 
pneumococcic pneumonia. 

All gonococcic infections complicated 
by: Arthritis, ophthalmia, endocarditis, 
peritonitis, epididymitis. Also all cases 
of sulfonamide-resistant gonorrhea. 


Penicillin--Indications, Contraindications, Mode 
of Administration and Dosage 


GROUP II INDICATIONS 


Penicillin has also been found to be 
an effective agent in the following dis- 
eases but its position has not been defi- 
nitely defined: Syphilis, actinomycosis 
and bacterial endocarditis. 


GROUP ITI——QUESTIONABLE VALUE 


Penicillin is of questionable value in 
mixed infections of the peritoneum and 
liver in which the predominating or- 
ganism is of the gram negative flora— 
i.e.: Ruptured appendix, liver abscesses, 
urinary tract infections. It is also of 
questionable value in rat bite fever due 
to streptobacillus moniliformis. 


GROUP IV CONTRAINDICATIONS 


Penicillin is contraindicated in the 
following cases because it is ineffective : 

All gram negative bacillary infections : 
Typhoid — paratyphoid, dysentery, E. 
coli, H. influenza, B. proteus, B. pyocy- 
aneous, Br. melitensis (undulant fever), 
tularemia, B. Friedlanders, tuberculosis, 
toxoplasmosis, histoplasmosis, acute rheu- 
matic fever, lupus erythematosis diffuse, 
infectious monunucleosis, pemphigus, 
Hodgkin’s disease, acute and chronic 
leukemia, ulcerative colitis, coccidiomy- 
cosis, malaria, poliomyelitis, blastomy- 
cosis, nonspecific iritis and uveitis, monil- 
iasis, virus infections, cancer. 


TREATMENT 


The recommendations put forth in 
Dr. Keefer’s report, based on the wide 
experience gained under varied condi- 
tions of use and purpose, follow: 

Penicillin is supplied in ampoules and 
vials of 100,000 units each. Inasmuch 
as penicillin is extremely soluble, it may 
be dissolved in small amounts of sterile, 
distilled, pyrogen-free water, or in sterile, 
normal saline solution. When large unit 
sizes are being used in hospitals, the con- 
tents of the ampoule should be dissolved

in water or saline so that the final con- 
centration is 5,000 units per cubic centi- 
meter. This solution should be stored 
under aseptic precautions in the ice box, 
and made up freshly every day. Solu- 
tions for local or parenteral use may be 
diluted further, depending upon the con- 
centration desired. 

For intravenous injection the dry 
powder may be dissolved in sterile physi- 
ological salt solution in concentrations of 
1,000-5,000 units per cc. for direct in- 
jection through a syringe. 

The dry powder may be dissolved in 
sterile saline or five per cent glucose 
solution in lower dilution (25-50 units 
percc.) for constant intravenous therapy. 

For intramuscular injection the total 
volume of individual injections should 
be small, i.e., 5,000 units per cc. of 
physiological saline. 

For topical application the powdered 
form of the sodium salt is irritating to 
wound surfaces and should not be used. 
Solutions in physiological salt solution 
with a concentration of 250 units per cc. 
are satisfactory. For resistant or more 
intense infections this concentration may 
be increased to 500 units per cc. 


METHODS OF ADMINISTRATION 


There are three common methods of 
administering penicillin — intravenous, 
intramuscular and topical. Subcutane- 
ous injections are likely to be painful 
and should be avoided. Repeated intra- 
muscular injections may be tolerated less 
well than repeated or constant intra- 
venous injections. In many cases how- 
ever, the intramuscular route may be the 
one of choice. In the treatment of men- 
ingitis, empyema and surface burns of 
limited extent, penicillin should be used 
topically, that is, injected directly into 
the subarachnoid space, into the pleural 
cavity, or applied locally in solution con- 
taining 250 units per cc. 


DOSAGE 


The dosage of penicillin will vary 
from one patient to another depending 
on the type and severity of infection. In 
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our experience recovery has followed in 
many serious infections following 40,000 
to 50,000 Oxford units a day, in others 
100,000 to 120,000 or even more is nec- 
essary. The objective in every case is to 
bring the infection under control as 
quickly as possible. The following recom- 
mendations are made at the present time 
with a full realization that revisions may 
be necessary as experience accumulates. 

It is well to remember that penicillin 
is excreted rapidly in the urine so that 
following a single injection it is often 
impossible to detect it in the blood for a 
period longer than two to four hours. 
It is well, therefore, to use repeated 
intramuscular or intravenous injections 
every three or four hours, or to admin- 
ister it as a continuous infusion. 

In serious infections with or without 
bacteremia an initial dose of 15,000 or 
20,000 Oxford units should be given 
with continuing dosage as constant intra- 
venous injection of normal saline solu- 
tion containing penicillin so that 2,000 
to 5,000 Oxford units are delivered every 
hour, making a total of 48,000 to 120,- 
000 units in a twenty-four hour period. 
One half the total daily dose may be 
dissolved in a liter of normal saline solu- 
tion and allowed to drip at the rate of 
thirty to forty drops per minute. If con- 
tinuous intravenous drop is undesirable, 
then 10,000 to 20,000 units may be in- 
jected intramuscularly every three or 
four hours. After the temperature has 
returned to normal the penicillin may be 
stopped and the course of the disease 
followed carefully. 

In chronically infected compound in- 
juries, osteomyelitis, etc., the dosage 
schedule should be 5,000 units every two 
hours or 10,000 units every four hours 
parenterally with local treatment as indi- 
cated. This dosage schedule may have to 
be increased, depending upon the seri- 
ousness of the infection, and response to 
treatment. 

In sulfonamide-resistant gonorrhea 
10,000 units should be given every three 
hours intramuscularly or intravenously 
for ten doses. It is not likely that the 
same effect may be obtained with 20,000

A.M.A. URGES NATIONAL 
HEALTH AGENCY 


A number of recommendations were 
made at the meeting of the House of 
Delegates of the American Medical As- 
sociation to petition Congress for the 
establishment of a central agency of the 
federal government in which all health 
and medical functions will be centered 
with the exception of the Army and 
Navy Medical Corps. Some urged a 
cabinet post with a secretary of health as 
its chief. The Council on Medical Serv- 
ice and Public Relations reported to the 
House as follows : 

“Today the medical and health func- 
tions of the United States are divided 
among a multiplicity of departments, 
bureaus and federal agencies. Thus the 
U. S. Public Health Service and the 
Food and Drug Administration are in 
the Federal Security Agency; the chil- 
dren’s bureau in the Department of 
Labor, the veterans’ administration and 
many other medical functions are sep- 
arate bureaus of the government. 


“Since 1875 the A.M.A. has urged the 
establishment of a single agency in the 
federal government under which all such 
functions could be correlated in the 
interest of efficiency, the avoidance of 
duplication and a saving of vast sums of 
money. Such a federal agency, with a 
secretary in the cabinet or a commission 
of five or seven members, including com- 
petent physicians, would be able to ad- 
minister the medical and health affairs 
of the government with far more effi- 
ciency than is now done.” 


N. U. ALUMNI HONORED

service awards by the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Alumni Association on Alumni 
Day on the Evanston Campus were two 
members of the Chicago Dental Society. 

Dr. Paul H. Hoeffel, who served as 
president and director of the dental 
alumni association and as a trustee of 
the University, has been president of the 
North Side branch of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society, a director from 1934 to 1937, 
and has been on various committees. 

Dr. George W. Teuscher, M.S.D., 
Ph.D., is associate professor of Dentistry 
for Children at the university dental 
school and secretary of the dental school 
alumni association, national secretary of 
the honor dental fraternity, Omicron 
Kappa Upsilon, and has served the Soci- 
ety on the program, public relations and 
other committees.

units every three hours for five doses. 
The minimum dosage has not been 
worked out completely. The results of 
treatment should be controlled by cul- 
ture of exudate. 

In empyema penicillin in normal 
physiological saline solution should be. 
injected directly into the empyema cav- 
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ity after aspiration of pus or fluid. This 
should be done once or twice daily, using 
30,000 or 40,000 units depending upon 
the size of the cavity, type of infection 
and number of organisms. Penicillin 
solutions should not be used for irriga- 
tion. It requires at least six to eight 
hours for a maximum effect of penicillin.
